I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a microfabricated device, classified for example in class

n. Claims 17-20, drawn to a method ofusing a device for identification and 

charaaerization of biomolecules, classified for example in class 435, subclass 4, 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the foUowing reasons: 
Inventions I and U ar* related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or boti, of tite following can be shown: (1) the process for using ti« 
product a. claimed can be practice with anoti>er matedaUy diiferen. product or (2) the product

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the device product may be used for separation of biomolecules.
